From QST, Sept 1974: 


APPENDIX 
97.103 of Chapter I of Title 47 of the Code of 
Federal Regulation is amended to read as follows: 


97.103 Station log requirements. 

An accurate legible account of station operation 
shall be entered into a log for each amateur radio 
station. The following items shall be entered as a 
minimum: 

(a) The call sign of the station, the signature of 
the station licensee, or a photocopy of the station 
license. (b) The locations and dates upon which 
fixed operation of the station was initiated and 
terminated. If applicable, the location and dates 
upon which portable operation was initiated and 
terminated at each location. 


(1) The date and time periods the duty control 
operator for the station was other than the station 
licensee, and the signature and primary station call 
sign of that duty control operator. 

(2) A notation of third party traffic sent or 
received, including names of all third parties, and a 
brief description of the traffic content. This entry 
may be in a form other than written, but one 
which can be readily transcribed by the licensee 
into written form. f 

(3) Upon direction of the Commission, addi- 
tional information as directed shall be recorded in 
the station log.

Deputy Set for Emergencies

One of the busier uniformed 
members of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's organization 
is Sgt. Carl J. Kennedy- 
WB6TDE, who heads the Civil 
Disaster Communications 
group at its new center at 1277 
N, Eastern Ave., East Los An- 
geles. 

Carl, who has been a deputy 
sheriff for the past 1615 year's, 
was first licensed as a radio 
amateur several years ago. He 
has informed me that he holds 
a technician class license, add- 
ing that he is preparing to 
make the trip into Los Angeles 
in order to te an examination 
for the advanced class license 
whenever he has opportunity 
to visit the office of the Feder- 
al Communications Commis- 
sion. 

A graduate of Glendale High 
and Glendale College, Carl is 
most enthusiastic about the 
use of amateur radio in emer- 
gencies as a public service. 
His group, serving with the 
county RACES (Radio Ama- 
teur Civil Emergency Serv- 
ice), is probably one of the 
largest in the nation 


These RACES members, 
scattered throughout the coun- 
ty, have equipment in their 
cars and homes ready to go 
into action at any time of the 
day or night. RACES base sta- 
tions are located in each of the 
Sheriff's stations and, in addi- 
tion, emergency vans equipped 
with radio and teletype service 
are ready to move to any 
place they may be required to 
serve as a mobile communica- 
tion center. 


Those amateurs in Southern 
California who are able to op- 
erate on the county-supported 

VHF repeater. WR6ABQ, have 

often heard WB6TDE as he 
heads for the mountaintop re- 
peater site to make some ad- 
Justment to equipment should 
a minor or major breakdown 
occur. 


Active in a number of ama- 
teur organizations, one of 
which is the TRW radio club 
of which his wife, Susan Jane- 
WN6Txy, serves as club secre- 
tery. The two keep in touch 
with each other by means of 
amateur radio. either on the 
two or six meter bands. 


During a recent field day, 
when amateurs around the 
country spent a weekend test- 
ing emergency radio equip- 
ment, Carl received quite a 
thrill while on the six meter 
rig. One of his contacts was 
with a station in the 9th Dis- 
trict call area, which em- 
braces Illinois, Indiana and 
Wisconsin, and immediately 
after this contact he made one 
with a station in western New 
York which is in the 2nd Dis- 
trict call area. Normally the 
six-meter band is only reliable 
for line of sight or short dist- 
ance operation but occasional- 
ly the “skip” permits long 
distance communication. 

Each evening Carl keeps 
regular schedules with Fred 
Edmonds-WB60JK, in Pasade- 
na and Bob Zeiter-W6NAA, in 
Glendora, from his home in 
San Pedro. The group may be 
found on 145.27 mHz and Fred, 
who holds the advanced class 
license, is assisting Carl and 
Bob with the theory problems 
they must face when the time 
comes to take that FCC exam- 
ination downtown. 

Mrs. Kennedy, as her ‘call 
indicates, is presently holding 
the novice class license and 
she too hopes to upgrade her 
classification in the near fu- 
ture. If I recall, TRW’s radio 
club has excellent facilities for 
training the “would-be” ama- 
teur by operating an excellent 
code and theory class at the 
plant.
